S.R.O. 49. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and of all other 
powers enabling him in this behalf, the President hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Armed 
Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ Service Rules, 1970, 
namely : — 

1. (1) These Rules may be called the Armed Forces 
Headquarters Stenographers’ Service (Second Amendment) 
Rules, 1975. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication In the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ 
Service Rules, 1970, — 

(i) in rule 3, for sub-rule (3), the following shall 
be substituted, namely : — ■ 

“(3) The posts in the Selection Grade and Grade I 
shall be gazetted posts and those in Grades II 
and HI shall be non-gazetted posts.’ 1 ; 

(ii) for rule 12, the following shall be substituted, 

namely : — 

"12. Recruitment to Selection Grade and Grade I of the 
Service. — (1) Substantive vacancies im the Selection Grade or 
Grade I of the Service shall be hllcTt by substantive appoint- 
ments of the persons included in the Select List for the rele- 
vant Grade, such appointments being made in the order of 
seniority in the Select List except tvhen, for reasons to be re- 
corded in writing, a person is not considered fit for any such 
appointment in his turn. 

(2) Temporary vacancies in the Selection Grade of the 
Service shall be filled by the appointment of persons in- 
cluded in the Select List for that Grade. Any vacancies re- 
maining unfilled thereafter shall be filled by the temporary 
promotion on the basis of seniority subject to the rejection 
of the unfit, of officers of Grade I of the Service, who have 
rendered not less than six years approved service in that 
Grade. Such promotions shall be terminated when persons 
included in the Select List for the Selection Grade become 
available to fill the vacancies : 

Provided that for a period of three years from the 28th 
January, 1974, Grade I officers of the Service who have put 
in not less than three years of approved service in that Grade 
shall also be eligible for such promotion : 

Provided further that If any person appointed to Grade I 
of the Service is considered for promotion to Selection Grade 
in accordance with the provisions of this sub-rule, all per- 
sons senior to him in Grade I shall also be so considered 
notwithstanding that they may not have rendered six years’ 
or three years’ approved service, as the case may be, in that 
Grade : 

Provided also that while considering the cases of officers 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes, 
reservation shall be made in accordance with such orders as 
may be issued by the Government from time to time in this 
regard. 

(3) Temporary vacancies in Grade I of the Service shall 
be filled by the appointment of persons included in the Se- 
lect List for the Grade, Any vacancies remaining unfilled 
thereafter shall be filled by the temporary promotion on 
the basis of seniority subject to the rejection of the unfit, 
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of officers of Grade II of the Service who have rendered not 
less than eight years’ approved service in the Grade. Such 
promotions shall be terminated when persons included in 
the Select List for Grade I become available to fill the 
vacancies : 

Provided that, if any person appointed to Grade II of the 
Service is considered for promotion to Grade I in accordance 
with the provisions of this sub-rule, all persons senior to 
him in Grade II shall also be so considered notwithstanding 
that they may not have rendeicd eight years’ approved ser- 
vice in that Grade : 

Provided further that while considering the cases of offi- 
cers belonging to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled 
Tribes, reservation shall be made in accordance with such 
orders as may be issued by the Government from time to 
time in this regard. 

(4) For the purposes of sub-rules (2) and (3), a Select 
List for the Selection Grade or Grade 1 of the Service, as 
the case may be, shall be prepared and may be revised 
from time to time. The procedure for preparing and re- 
vising the Select List shall be as set out id the Fifth Sche- 
dule. 

(5) The length of approved service for promotion to 
Selection Grade of the Service specified in sub-rule (2) or to 
Grade I of the Service specified in sub-rule (3), may be 
reviewed by the Government once in every three years 
and revised, if found necessary. 

12A. Recruitment to Selection Grade, Grade I and Grade 
II of the Service on ad hoc basis in certain cases. — Notwith- 
standing anything contained in rule 12 and rule 13, an officer 
employed in any office of Armed Forces Headquarters and 
Inter-Service Organisations specified in the First Schedule, 
and eligible to be considered for promotion to Selection 
Grade under sub-rule (2) of rule 12 or to Grade I under sub- 
rule (3) of that rule or to Grade II under sub-rule (2) of 

rule 13, may be appointed on the basis of seniority subject 

to rejection of the unfit, to officiate in a temporary vacancy 
of specified or unspecified duration in that office, for a period 
not exceeding three months in the Selection Grade or Grade 1 
or Grade II, as the case may be, if the select list for the 

relevant grade is not available, or an officer included in the 

select list for that Grade is not available or cannot, for any 
reason, bo appointed to such vacancy : 

Provided that the aforesaid period of three months, may, 
in exceptional cases and with the approval of the Ministry 
of Defence, be extended to six months in the public interest. 

NOTE. — For the purpose of this sub-rule, the term "any 
office" shall mean (a) an Inter-Service Organisation; or (b) 
a Directorate or, as the case may be, loint or Deputy Direc- 
torate or group ol Sections in Army Headquarters, Naval 
Headquarters and Air Headquarters, which may constitute 
the basis for officiating promotions in temporary vacancies.”: 

(ill) for the Fifth Schedule and the Sixth Schedule, the 
following shall be substituted, namely ; — 

"THE FIFTH SCHEDULE 
[See rule 1 2(4)1 

PART A 

Procedure foi the preparation and revision of the Select 
List for Selection Grade and Grade I of the Armed Forces 
Headquarters Stenographers’ Service 

1. Constitution. — Temporary officers of Selection Grade or 
Grade I of the Service who have been appointed to the Grade 
immediately before the commencement of the Armed Forces 
Headquarters Stenographers’ Service (Second Amendment) 
Rules, 1975, shall form the Select List for that Grade, on 
such commencement. 

2. Maintenance of Select List for Selection Grade, — Addi- 
tions to the Select List for the Selection Grade after its 
initial constitution under paragraph 1, shall be in such num- 
ber of officers as the Gbvernment may determine, from time 


to lime, having regard to the existing and anticipated vacan- 
cies and shall be made from officers of Grade I of the Ser- 
vice who have rendeied not less than six years’ approved 
service in that Grade, in the order of their seniority subject 
to the rejection of the unfit; 

Provided that for a period of three years from the 28th 
lanuary, 1974, Grade 1 officers of the Service who have put 
in not less than three years of approved service in that Grade 
shall also be eligible for addition to the Select List 

NOTE, — While considering the cases of officers belonging 
to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes, reserva- 
tions shall be made in accordance with such orders as may 
be issued by the Government from time to time in this 
regard. 

3. Maintenance of Select List for Grade I. — (1) Additions 
to the Select List for Grade I after its initial constitution 
under paragraph 1, shall be made in such numbers as the 
Government may determine, from time to time, keeping in 
view the existing and anticipated vacancies, and in equal 
proportion from — 

(a) Grade II officers of the Service who have rendered 
not less than eight years’ approved service in the 
Grade, in the order of their seniority in that Grade 
subject to the rejection of the unfit; and 

(b) Grade n officers selected on the results of the 
limited departmental competitive examinations held 
by the Commission for this purpose from time to 
time, in the order of their merit; 

persons of the two categories being included in the Select 
List by taking alternatively one person from category (a), 
and the other from category (b), and so on, in that order. 

NOTE. — While considering the cases of officers belonging 
to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes, reserva- 
tions shall be made in accordance with such orders as may 
be issued by the Government from time to time in this 
behalf, 

(2) The procedure for the limited departmental competitive 
examination referred to in category (b) of sub-paragraph (1) 
shall be as set out in Part B of this Schedule. 

4. Seniority. — (1) Officers included in the Select List for 
the Grade constituted under paragraph 1 shall be senior to 
those included therein after such constitution. 

(2) Officers included in the Select List under paragraphs 
2 and 3 shall rank inter se in the order in which they are 
included in the Select List. 

5. Removal of names from the Select List. — (1) The 
names of persons of the following categories included in the 
Select List for the Selection Grade or Grade I, as the case 
may be, shall be removed from any such list, namely ; — 

(a) persons substantively appointed to the Grade; 

(b) persons transferred to another Service or post; 

(c) persons, who die or retire from the Service or whose 
services are otherwise terminated; and 

(d) (i) persons officiating in the Selection Grade or 

Grade I, as the case may be, beyond the period 
of probation specified in rule 15, who are reverted 
therefrom as a result of a departmental enquiry 
or proceedings under the Central Civil Services 
(Classification, Control and Appeal) Rules, 1965; 
or 

(ii) persons who either duiing or at the end of the 
period of probation in the Selection Grade or 
Grade I, as the case may be, specified in rule 15, 
are reverted therefrom under sub-rule (4) of 
rule 17, on the ground of unsuitability for conti- 
nuance in that Grade; or 

(iii) persons not yet promoted on probation to the 
Selection Grade or Grade I, as the case may be, 
who on an annual review of the Select List for 
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the Grade are found, because of deterioration in 
their record or conduct or both since inclusion in 
the List, to have fallen below the required stand- 
ard ; 

Provided that the removal of the name of a person in cate- 
gory (d) (iii) who has been included in the Select List for 
the Grade on the results of the limited departmental com- 
petitive examination referred to in categoiy (b) of sub-para- 
graph (1) of paragraph 3 shall be made in consultation with 
the Commission. 

(2) Subject to the provisions of sub-paragraph (1), 

(a) the name of a person included in the Select List 
for the Grade shall continue to be included in any 
such list till he Is substantively appointed to that 
Grade; and 

(b) the name of person included in the Select List for 
the Grade who cannot be appointed to that Grade 
or who is reverted therefrom, for want of vacancies, 
shall not be removed from any such list and he 
shall retain the seniority assigned to him in that 
list. 

PART B 

[See paragraph 3(2)] 

Procedure foi the Limited Departmental Competitive Exami- 
nation referred to in category (b) of sub-paragraph (1) of 
paragraph 3 

1. Definitions. — In this part, unless the context otherwise 
requires, — 

(a) “crucial date” means the first day of January of 
the year in which the examination is held; 

(b) "examination" means a limited departmental com- 
petitive examination held by the Commission for 
making additions to the Select List for Grade I; 

(c) “selection" means inclusion in the Select List for 
Grade I. 

2. Holding of the examination,— ( 1 ) The examination 
shall be conducted by the Commission in the manner noti- 
fied by the Government from time to time. 

(2) The dates on which and the places at which the exami- 
nation shall bo held, shall be fixed by the Commission. 

3. Conditions of eligibility. — Any permanent or temporaiy 
officer of Grade n of the Armed Forces Headquarters Steno- 
graphers’ Service who, on the crucial date, satisfies the fol- 
lowing conditions, shall be eligible to appear at the exami- 
nation; — 

(1) Length of Service. — He should have rendered not less 
than five years' of approved and continuous service in the 
Grade ; 

Provided that any period of his absence on Military duties 
may be allowed to be counted towards the specified lenglh 
of service in Grade II. 

(2) Age.— He should not be more than 45 years of age 
on the crucial date : 

Provided that for the first two examinations, there shall 
be no Upper age limit; 

Provided further that the upper age limit may be relaxed 
in respect of such categories of persons as may be notified 
in this behalf from time to time, by the Government to the 
extent notified in respect of each category, 

(3) Fees. — Subject to such exemptions or concessions or 
both, as may be notified in this behalf by the Government 
from time to time, he shall pay the fees specified by the 
Commission. 

NOTE. — Grade II officers who are on deputation to ex- 
cadre posts with the approval of the competent authority 


will be eligible to be admitted to the examination, )f other- 
wise eligible: 

Provided that it shall not apply to ft Grade II officer who 
has been appointed to an ex-cadre post or to another Ser- 
vice on ‘transfer’ and does not have a lien in Grade II. 

4. Decision as to eligibility.— The Commission shall decide 
the eligibility or otherwise of a candidate for admission to 
the examination and no candidate to whom a certificate of 
admission has not been issued by the Commission shall be 
ndmitted to the examination. 

5. Results. — (I) The names of the candidates who are 
considered by the Commission to be suitable for selection 
on the results of any examination held after the commence- 
ment of the Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ Ser- 
vice (Second Amendment) Rules, 1975, shall be arranged 
in the order of merit and subject to the provisions of sub- 
paragraph (3) of paragraph 6, they shall be recommended 
for selection in that Older upto the required number. 

(2) The foim and manner of communication of the re- 
sults of the examination to the individual candidates shall 
be decided by the Commission and the Commission shall not 
enter into any correspondence with individual candidates re- 
garding the results. 

6. Selection. — (1) The inclusion of a candidate’s name 
in the list confers no right to appointment unless the Gov- 
ernment is satisfied, after such inquiry as may be necessary, 
that the candidate, having regard acter and antecedents, is 
suitable for appointment ice ; 

Provided that the decision as to ineligibility for selection 
in the case of any candidate recommended for selection by 
the Commission shall be taken in consultation with the Com- 
mission. 

(2) Save as provided in sub-paragraph (3), selection on 
the results of any examination held after the commencement 
of the Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ Service 
(Second Amendment) Rules, 1975, shall be made to the ex- 
tent required, in (he order of merit of the candidal es recom- 
mended by the Commission for selection. 

(3) Candidates belonging to any of the Scheduled Castes 
and the Scheduled Tribes may, to the extent the number of 
vacancies reserved for the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes cannot be filled on the basis of the general standard, 
be recommended by the Commission by a relaxed standard 
to make up the deficiency in the reserved quo'a, subject to 
the fitness of these candidates for selection to the service 
irrespective of their ranks in the order of merit at the exa- 
mination : 

Provided that if a sufficient number of candidates belong- 
ing to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes is not 
available (o fill all the vacancies reserved for them in accord- 
ance with the orders of Government issued in this behalf 
from time to time, the unfilled vacancies shall be filled in 
the manner specified by Government. 

7. Penalty for impersonation or other misconduct. — A 
candidate who is or has been declared by the Commission 
to be guilty of— 

(i) obtaining support for his candidature by any means, 
or 

(ii) impersonating, or 

(iii) procuring impersonation by any person, or 

(iv) submitting fabricated documents or documents which 
have been tampered with, or 

(v) making statements which are incorrect or false, or 
suppressing material information, or 

(vi) resorting to any other irregular or improper means 
in connection with his candidature for rite exami- 
nation, or 

(vil) using unfair means in the examination hall, or 

(viii) misbehaving in the examination hall, or 
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(Cxj attempting to commit or, as the case may be, abett- 
ing the commission of all or any of the acts speci- 
fied in the foregoing clauses, 

may, in addition to rendering himself liable to criminal pro- 
secution, be liable — 

(a) to be disqualified by the Commission from the 
examination for which he is a candidate; or 

(b) to be debarred either permanently or for a specified 
period — 

(i) by the Commission, from any examination or 
selection held by them; 

(ii) by the Central Government, from any employ- 
ment under them; and 

(c) to disciplinary action under the appropriate rules."
